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ANS Wooden Medals 
by CAWMC Member Judy Blackman, FONA, KStE 








This is an ANS 19771 Brisbane 100th meeting wooden 40mm medal (purple ink both sides stamped on 
beech wood), of which only 33 were made. 


The ANS wooden medal rarely become available. 


The ANS issued its first metallic medal in 1949 and have issued over 140 metallic medals since, and 
keeping with its medal programme, has already released the images of the 2020, 2021, and 2022 met- 
al medals. During the 7O years of the Society only one pin, one key fob, and two wooden medals were 
issued by the Society. All of these are very coveted and go at much higher values than Canadian club, 
society and association medals go for here. 


[Wikipedia Educational Source: The first voyage of James Cook was a combined Royal Navy and Royal 
Society expedition to the south Pacific Ocean aboard HMS Endeavour, from 1/768 to 17/1. It was the 
first of three Pacific voyages of which Cook was the commander. The aims of this first expedition were to 
observe the 1/69 transit of Venus across the Sun (3-4 June of that year), and to seek evidence of the 
postulated Terra Australis Incognita or "unknown southern land’. 


The voyage was commissioned by King George Ill and commanded by Lieutenant James Cook, a junior 
naval officer with good skills in cartography and mathematics. Departing from Plymouth Dockyard in Au- 
gust 1/768, the expedition crossed the Atlantic, rounded Cape Horn and reached Tahiti in time to ob- 
serve the transit of Venus. Cook then set sail into the largely uncharted ocean to the south, stopping at 
the Pacific islands of Huahine, Borabora and Raiatea to claim them for Great Britain, and unsuccessfully 
attempting to land at Rurutu. In September 1769 the expedition reached New Zealand, being the sec- 
ond Europeans to visit there, following the first European discovery by Abel Tasman 127 years earlier. 
Cook and his crew spent the following six months charting the New Zealand coast, before resuming their 
voyage westward across open sea. In April 1770 they became the first Europeans to reach the east 
coast of Australia, making landfall at Point Hicks, and then proceeding to Botany Bay. 


The expedition continued northward along the Australian coastline, narrowly avoiding shipwreck on 
the Great Barrier Reef. In October 1770 the badly damaged Endeavour came into the port of Batavian 
the Dutch East Indies, her crew sworn to secrecy about the lands they had discovered. They resumed 
their journey on 26 December, rounded the Cape of Good Hope on 13 March 17/71, and reached the 
English port of Deal on 12 July. The voyage lasted almost three years. The year following his return Cook 
set out on a second voyage of the Pacific, which lasted from 1/772 to 1775. His third and final voy- 
age lasted from 1776 to 1779.]

The other wooden medal (also 40mm, Queensland beech wood) is the 
1970 ANS Queensland James Cook Bi-centenary Coin Exhibition of which 
150 were made. The last time one of these came up for auction, it sold for 
more than $100! 





Gmelina leichhardtii, commonly known as the white 
beech is a rainforest tree of eastern Australia. Scat- 
tered individuals or small groups of trees naturally oc- es 
cur from the Illawarra district of New South (ietaiees 
Wales (34%2°S) to near Proserpine in tropi- Sti 
cal Queensland. The white beech or grey teak is a fast- Rm 
growing tree, growing on volcanic and alluvial soils in (ame 
areas of moderate to high rainfall. It also grows on 
poorer sedimentary soils in fire free areas. White beech 
may occasionally be seen in Australian rainforests, I 
their status is considered "uncommon". Unlike the Australian red cedar, 
the white beech has not recovered particularly well after logging in the 
19th and 20th centuries.
